accommodation in the synagogue chawnbers. ‘This omission. in the original plan 
of our places of worship is regrettable, for the oxpense in urred in providing 
suitable echool-rooms outside the synagogues must always be considerable, and 


the demand for subscriptions is an apparent inconsistency. The religious classes 
are free, and therefore it should not be necessary to apply directly for funds to 
the parents who are informed in one breath that there dre no fees and in the other 
are asked for voluntary donations. While admitting the force of this contention, 
we think that the members of the North London Synagogue should not allow the 
newly organized religion classes to. lapse for want of the funds needed to provid: 
the school-room that should really have formed part of the original synagogue 
building. Ministers, however, who voluntarily undertake teaching of this kind 
should not be discouraged from the performance of good work by difficulties which 
are thereto be overcome. It may be questioned whether the best plan is not to 
make use of the synagogue itself for the purpose as is done at St. John’s Wood.

Strangely enough ata recent meeting in London held by the descendants of 
the Huguenots toreconstitute themselves, the greavest spirit was evinced to con- 
serve,to keep together. edit and preserve anything of interest to them as descendants 
of the victims of the Edict of Nantes, but when the D'Israelis, the Lopes, the

Remove, and turn into warehouses if you please, the uninteresting neighbour-

new sources of commerce ; they could never drop their national characteristics.

stately manvers, Subsequently, Jewish emigrants flocked from Germany, Poland, 
and Barbary, a race in every respect of an inferior rank, Their entrance into this 
kingdom was silent, and no record has fallen in my researches which imparts the 
dignity of history. ‘The Portuguese grandees shrank from their contact. They 
looked on these lees of the people in bitter scorn: in every respect these differing 
races moved in contrast. The one opulent and high-minded, the other humiliated 
by indigence and pursuing the meanest and-not seldom the most disreputable crafts. 
the one indolent polished and luxurious, the other with offensive habits, active and 
penurious, hardy in frame aud shrewed in intellect. The one splendid in dress ang 


equipage, while the abject Polander still retained the beard commanded of Moses and 
garberdine, one scientific and literary, © hile the other illiterate adhered to a barbarous 
Hebrew dialect, from the first different synagogues separated them, every intercourse 
was forbidden and the haughty Lusitanian Jew w ould have returned to the fires of 
Lisbon ere he condescended to an intermarriage with the Jew of Alsace or War 
caw.” Vous aruns change: tout ecla we all gladly say. Stili the quotation illus 
trates the past grandeur of this synagogue, the cradle of Judaism here, and 
historically the property of the whole of the Anglo-Jewish community. Oh! let 
some of those ardent political Portuguese Conservatives, who strove so hard lately 
to support the Church and State, do their best to conserve and preserve their own 
church, now sadly in danger. 

The one part of this scheme which seems inexplicable to me is the erection of 
this new, inexpensive, and highly economical synagogue for the East End, I wi}! 
enarantee that if the Yehidim of the City and East End were canvassed on this 
point (but, alas! Yehidim seem to play a very unimportant part in the communal 
affairs of the synagogue), they would vote to a man for the preservation of thie 
building, full of hallowed associations and pray for some other scheme whereby the

THE ORGAN IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 
THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin.—Wy attention has been called to the article in your last number headed 
‘Musicin the Synagogue,’ and I have been asked to give an opinion on the sub. 
ect : really from my own view there cannot be two opinions. The organ has been 


used in the services of the Reformers with marked success for more than a quarter 
ofa century ; the Berkeley Street Congregation 1s decidedly the most quiet and 
devout of any that I have witness d, a very great contrast to the boisterous and 
unseemly behaviour I have seen in other synagogues, The music is impressive and 
ca) vulated to inspire feelings such as you speak of, as the height of Sabbath enjoy. 
ment, when you say, “The day of rest is intended to lift the worldly toiler out of 
his lower self, ani to place him in communion with the Highest. If to raise him 
in meditation and in prayer above the thoaghts and aspirations that dominate him 
during the week, and help him to taste those spiritual delights that never pall or 
disappoint—what aid more powerful can be invoked to effect this than the solemn 
roll of the organ? "’ Nothing can be more to the point than the above extract; in 
it lies the gist of the waole matter. My anawer to the question is: Thereis no 
better agency than the universally recognised “ King of Instruments.” 

If this be so, then why are not the good sound sense and business habits of your 
people brought to bear upon synagogue authorities, and that which is a reproach 
and a bye-word disestablished ! 

A very large proportion of your better class young men spend several years at 
one or other of ‘our Universities, they go to college chapels and hear cathedral 
music rendered by some of our best choirs; what their feelings are when they return 
to the Orthodox Synagogue of their fathers, I can tell you, Lecause I have heard it 
from dozens during my long connection with your community. They look upon the 
musical parts of their worship, and speak of them with humiliation and disgust, 
Provided that the youth among you do not break away from the old faith they will 
presently be rulers,and when in power will assuredly give effect to their aspira- 
tions, There is an acknowledged apathy almost amounting to deadness amongst 
members of your body, Why not galvanize these into life by taking a step which 
must be acceptable to the rising generation? We live inan age when music is 
reckoned as chief among the arts and if you wish to keep within the pale your 
future Benedicts, Costas, etc., you must away with sentiment, advance with the 
times and make your sacred music of such sort as to keep pace with them. 

I say without hesitation that the first move to this end should be the adoption 
of the organ in synagogues as an aid to Divine worship,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sik,—Your able leader in last week's issue has prompted me to make a few 
remarks and suggestions, and I trust their purport will tend to lessen the opposi- 
tion which your views on the vexed question, viz. “Organs in Synagogues” will 
raise. I must preface by expressing my surprise at the sweeping condemnation of 
our choirs, am quite aware that there is much room for improvement, but if the 
opinion of a thorough musician were asked as to their abilities Iam sure it would be 
of a favourable nature, because, other denominations being habituated to have the 
assistance of musical instraments, think it marvellous when paying a visit to our 
Synagogues to hear the state of efficiency of some of our choirs, singing, as they 
do, music of a mostelaborate nature often embracing fugues, and their only guid, 
being the hand of the choir-master, Let an opportunity be given of testing euch 
choirs as “St, Paul's,” Westminster Abbey,’ “Chapel Royal,’ and other great 
ones, and the result would prove their wffer inability in singing without the organ 
as accompaniment ; I therefore conclude that we have good material and ability 
among us, but we labour under great disadvantages, and were ¢hese removed 
we should prove our superiority both musically and practically. The introduction 
of organs or harmoniums at Consecrations is always attended with success, thus 
showing what is wanting. Iam not an advocate for having the organ played on 
the Sabbath, but it should be introduced in all services when not falling on the 
Sabbath, also every Friday evening until the end of “ Lecha Dodi.” As to the 
music which should be sung, the more simple, the better, in fact a psalmody book 
should be adopted in all the constituent synagogues; it would then be quite easy fo, 
the congregation to join in the singing, more especially if in musical families the 
music were studied during the week, The several choirs should also meet for united 
rehearsals, and then there would be uniformity. All the music sung should be 
under the control of a committee, and the: power should be absolute (in this branch 
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of the service), The introduction of such compositions as you complain of would 
thus be vetoed, 

In conclusion, I beg to suggest, that meetings of the general body of worship- 
pers at each synagogue should be called, and the introduction of an organ ( under 
certain restrictions) be put to the vote,and from my private experience [am con- 
vinced that it would be hailed with delight, as the great want in our 
Divine Worship, and any amount of labour or assistance I can render in my official 
capacity, or, as a musician, [I shall be happy to do for the sake not only of improv- 
ing our Divine service, but farthermore for the solemnity and due reverence which 
should prevade our hearts and minds whea prayiag to Our Heavenly Father,

llowever much we should love and respect our non Jewish brethren, still we 
must make a difference between “ Christians’ and “ Christianity:’ Some interesting 
explanations of several Biblical commands are given by a non-Jewish writer, Jos. 
Priestley, who, in his “ Comparison of the Institutions of Moses with those of the 
Hincoos and other ancient nations " (p, $5), says that it will hardly be pretended 
that the Hebrew institutions and customs were copied from those of other nations. 

But it may be asked, As ire were the originators of music in religious worship, 
why did we abolish it in our service after the destruction of the Temple, when other 
nations copied the custom from us.” The answer is given in the Bible itself, where 
it is strictly forbidden to us to continue a custom in worship when taken up by 
other nations, Abraham worshipped in groves (esheras), Jacob erected obelisks 
(M33) upon which to pray to the one God (Gen, xxxv. 14 and xxviii, 18), and 
both these customs were prohibited when the surrounding nations adopted them 
(Deut. xvi. 21). “Thou shalt not plant thee an ashera of any kind ; neither shalt 
thou set up an obelisk, which the Lord hateth.” This is clearly explained in Sipbri 
and Nachmonides ; further, in Tossephath Sanhedrin (p, 52 b). 

The organ, doubtless not in perfection as we have it now, but still on the same 
principles of construction, is already mentioned, according to the translation of the 
Vulgate in Psalm cl, 4,33!—but amongst the instruments used ia the Temple we do 
not the “ Ugab,”’ although Josephus (Antiqu. vii., 12) spesks of a Temple instru- 
ment with twelve musical notes and played upon by the fingers, Very interesting 
id the Talmudical passage (Erakin, 10b),in which we find a description of a Temple 
instrument with ten pipes, each of which produced ten tones, called M23) (Mag- 
repha) with a kind of a key board—NNP—joined toit.

Hieronymus in his letter to Dardanus (Tom ix., Edit. Colon, Agrippina 1616,p. 
%+) writes that the organ of the Hebrews was one of the most marvellous instru- 
ments which produced sush a powerfal tone, that it was heard on the Mount of 
Olives when played in the Temple. But later writersdoubt that a pneumatic organ 
could have been in existence at so carly a period. 

The ancient Greek hydraulic organ, constructed on the principle of 
the water counterbalancing the air pressure, is mentioned in the Bab. Talmud in the 
same passage, and in the Jerus, Talm. Succa v., as nef being in the Temple, 
AWA RS ONIN, The word is “hydraulis,”. and the words 
are translated by Buxtorf, “tabula organica,” But, even if a pneu- 
matic Organ was used in the Temple, it was forbidden to us, when the Christian 
Church made it part of their service as mentioned by the earliest fathers of the 
church. (Bassilius Magnus on Psalm xxix ; Prudentius Apotheosi Vers., 386), 
Platina in Vitis Pontificum Romanorum (p. $9, ed. Colon.) gives the interesting 
statement that Pope Vitaliano (669) ordered the organ to be played when the holy 
songs were sung. Organs were introduced in the French Church in the (th contury 
(me los de Celle 8). Ludwig der Fromme built the first pneumatic organ in Aix la

that of the Munich Cathedral and Pope John VIII, wrote to the Bishop of Freising 
to send him eome clever organ builders to Italy, who constructed the first organ in 
Rome. 


The largest organs, according to Forkel, were those in England. William of 
Malmesbury, in his English History 1140, states that even an antique hydraulic 
organ was in one of the English churches. Benedictine Wolstan (10th century) of 
Winchester, gives a description of one of the largest organs in his letter to the 
Bishop Elfeg (Cf. Mabilonii, Acta S$, Tom vii., p. 617). The next in size was in the 
Monastery of Ramsey, which was consecrated by the Archbishop of York at the invi- 
tation of Count Elwin, the pipes of which were made of copper. A fact worthy of 
notice is that * Calred,” a Catholic priest in the first part of the 12th century, was 
opposed to the introduction of organs into the English Church on the ground of its 
being a reform in the worship. 

These few facts will sufficiently prove that the use of the organ always formed 
part of the Christian service and therefore is forbidden to be used in our synapo- 
gues, ayart from the reason mentioned in your last week's leader, that the playing 
of instruments.on Sabbath is against the Law (see Resp.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sirk,—Your able leader in last week's issue has vrompted me to make a tew 
remarks and suggestions, and I trust their purport will tend to lessen the opposi- 
tion which your views on the vexed question, viz, “ Organs in Synagogues ” will 
raise. I must preface by expressing my surprise at the sweeping condemnation o! 
our choirs, [ am quite aware that there is much room for improvement, but if the 
opinion of a thorough musician were asked as to their abilities Iam sure it would be 
of a favourable nature, because, other denominations heing habituated to have the 
assistance of musical instraments, think it marvellous when paying a visit to our 
Synagogues to hear the state of efficiency of some of our choirs, singing, as they 
do, music of a mostelaborate nature often embracing fugues, and their only guid, 
being the hand of the choir-master, Let an opportunity be given of testing euch 
choirs as “St. Paul's,” “ Westminster Abbey,’ “Chapel Royal,” and other great 
ones, and the result would prove their atter inability in singing without the organ 
as accompaniment ; I therefore conclude that we have good material and ability 
among us, but we labour under great disadvantages, and were these removed 
we should prove our supericrity both musically and practically, The introduction 
of organs or harmoniums at Conseerations is always attended with success, thus 
pare egy is wanting. Iam not an advocate for having the organ played on 
the Sabbath, but it should be introduced in all services whe tt. falling on the 
Sabbath, also every Friday evening until the end of « cache eh par to the

llowever niuch we should love and respect our non Jewish brethren, still we 
must make a difference between Christians and “Christianity.” Some interesting 
explanations of séveral Biblical commands are given by a non-Jewish writer, Jos, 
Priestley, who, in his “‘ Comparison of the Institutions of Moses with those of the 
Hindoos and other ancient nations ™ (p. 55), says that it will hardly be pretended 
that the Hebrew institutions and customs were copied from those of other nati 
but it may be asked, As we were the originators of music in religious worship. 
way did we abolish it in our service after the destruction of the Temple, when other 
natieus copied the custom from us.’ 


The answer is given in the Bible itself, where 
it is strictly forbidden to us to continue a custom in worship when taken up by 
other nations, Abraham worshipped in groves (esheras), Jacob erected obelisks 
(M33) upon which to pray to the one God (Gen, xxxv. 14 and xxviii. 18), and 
both these customs were prohibited when the surrounding nations adopted them 
(Deut. xvi. 21). “Thou shalt not plant thee an ashera of any kind ; neither shalt 
thou set up an obelisk, which the Lord hateth.” 


This is clearly explained in Sipbri 
and Nachmonides ; 


further, in Tossephath Sanhedrin (p. 52 b). 
The organ, doubtless not in perfection as we have it now, but still on the same 
principles of construction, is already mentioned, according to the translation of the 
Vulgate in Psalm cl, 4, 33—but amongst the instruments used in the Temple we do 
not find the “ Ugab,”’ although Josephus (Antiqu. vii., 12) speaks of a Temple iustru- 
iaent with twelve musical notes and played upon by the fingers. Very interesting 
is the Talmudical passage (Erakin, 10b), in which we find a description of a Temple 
instrument with ten pipes, each of which produced ten tones, called 753! (Mag- 
repha) with a kind of a key board—NMP-—joined to it. 
produced sweet tones ">. 

Hieronymus in his letter to Dardanus (Tom ix., Edit. Colon, Agrippina 1616, p. 
%6) writes that the organ of the Hebrews was one of the most marvellous instru- 
ments which produced such a powerfal tone, that it was heard on the Mount of 
Olives when played in the Temple. But later writersdoubt that a pneumatic organ 
could have been in existence at so early a period. 


It is said that the Magrepha 


The ancient Greek hydraulic organ, constructed on the principle of 
the water counterbalancing the air pressure, is mentioned in the Bab. Talmnd in the 
same passage, and in the Jerus, Talm. Succa v., as nef being in the Temple, 
WA XS OMNIA, The word 3 is “hydraulis,” and the words 
RIN N52 are translated by Buxtorf, * tabula organica,’ But, even if a pneu- 
mane organ was used in the. Temple, it was forbidden to us, when the Christian 
Church made it part of their service as mentioned by the earliest fathers of the 
charch, (Bassilius Magnus on Psalm xxix ; Prudentius Apotheosi Vers., 386), 
Platina in Vitis Pontificum Romanorum (p. 89, ed. Colon.) gives the interesting 
statement that Pope Vitaliano (669) ordered the organ to be played when the holy 
songs were sung. Organs were introduced in the Freach Church in the ?th century 
(Belos de Celle 8), Ludwig der Fromme built the first pneumatic organ in Aix ! 


Chapelle, of which a Benedictine monk —Walafridus Stabo. anno, §49—relates thay

the sweetness of its tone caused the death of a lady in the church, (Antony, p. 35). 
Bat an Italian author, Giuseppo Zarlino. says that the first pneumatic organ was 
that of the Munich Cathedral and Pope John VIII, wrote to th sishop of Freising 
to send him some clever organ builders to Italy, who constructed the first organ in 
Rome. 

The largest organs, according to Forkel, were those in England. William of 
Malmesbury, in his English History 1140, states that even an antique hydraulic 
organ was in one of the English churches. Benedictine Wolstan (10th century) of 
Winchester, gives a description of one of the largest organs in his letter to the 
Bishop Elfeg (Cf. Mabilonii, Acta S, Tom vii., p. 617). The next in size was in the 
Monastery of Rau sey, Which was consecrated by the Archbishop of York at the invi- 
tation of Count Elwin, the pipes of which were made of copper. A fact worthy of 
notice is that “ Calred,” a Catholic priest in the first part of the 12th century, was 
to the introduction of organs into the English Church on the ground of its 
being a reform in the worship.

THE MENDELSSOHN CENTENARY. 


‘he official programme for the celebration on the 4th prox. of the hundredth 
anniversary of the death of Moses Mendelssohn, in his native town, Dessau, has 
now been tixed as follows: 8.30 a.m., Vocal Concert in front of the house in 
which Me nd: lesoln was born, by members of thi local Choral Soci tie? : LY, 
Festival Servite in the Synagogue; 12°30 p.m., Memorial Celebration at the 
Dacal Friedericianumis, at which addresses will be delivered by the Direetor, Dr. 
E. Wickenhagen, and Professor Dr. Lazarus, of Berlin; 5-0, Grand Banquet ; 0°30, 
Special Performance at the Ducal Court Theatre, with the following programme ; 
Overture by Felix Mendelssohn-Bartholdy (Mendelssolin’s grandson) ; “ Onkel 
Moses,” character sketch by H. Miller,a Festival Ode, and Lessing's “ Nathan‘der 
Weise.’ At the conclusion of the performance, there will be a soirée for foreign 
and native visitors in the large salon of the Railway Terminus Hotel. 

The memorial which is to be erected at Dessau will take the form of a 
statue of Me ndelssohn. This decisi m has given great unibrace in ultra-orthodox 
circles, owing to the old Jewish objection to the raising of statues as being @ 
breach of the second commandment. The Jsraeli/ predicts that under these cig- 
cumstances little support to the Statue Fund will be forthcoming from Jews 
who are faithful to the law of Moses. 

Berlin papers express surprise that the living members of the Mendelssohn 
family do nottigure among those who have signed this appeal. Their reason for 
not so doing is not far to s-ek ; as relatives of their great ancestor they no doubt 
considered it out of place to sign the appeal. It may, however, be stated that the 
two h-ads of the family, Privy Councillor Franz Mendelssohn and Herr Ernst 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy in Berlin, have forwardel to Dr. Funk, Burgomaster: of 
Dessau. and President of the Dessau Committee, the sum of £3), with the 
request to distribute that sum on the 4th of January among the poor of Dessau 
without distinction of creed. 

Allthe members of the Mendelssohn family residing in Berlin will, of course, 
take partin the festivities of tde 4th January in hongur of their distinguished 
ancestor. 


The sketch of Meudelssolin’s career which the Gernian Jewish Gemeindebund 
intends to issue on the occasion of. the Centenary will be an abstract of Ferdinand 
Schmidt's biography. Dr. Dessau Land Rabbi of Meiningen, lias published a 
work entitled,’ Moses Mendelssohn, his Life and Works.” 

The Centenary is to be duly observed in America. This was the decision 
arrived at by the Conference of freethinking Rabbis who met. last month at 
Pittsburg, it being considered that the enlightenment and reform of Judaism 
emanated from Moses Mendelssohn.

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HEBREW POETS DURING THE MIDDLE AGES. 


A Paper on the above subject was read by Dr. Chotzn r, On Sunday last. bel: ri 
the Jews’ College Literary Society. The Rev. Dr, H. ADLER presided, There was 
again a large attendance, | 

Dr. CHOTZNER remarked that the growth and development of Jewish poetry 

was greatly dependent on out ward circumstances, on a joyeus mood and lightness 
of heart. Hence after the destruction of the second Temple. the national poetry 
ceased until a period far on into the Middle Ages, when favourable chanves in their 
condition revived the ancient poetical spirit, Their proficiency in trade, their love 
of studyand their aptitude for acquiring languages all helped to preserve Israel 
in spite of persecution, Jewish colonies were thus established in various part i of 
Europe from an early date, espevially in the Iberian peninsula. The Gothic kings 
who embraced Christianity, however, were not favourably disposed to their Jewish 
subjects, but their lotimproved under the Mahomedan conquerora, and science and 
literature were encouraged, Hence the fact that the finest productions of Jewish 
thought were brought out by the intercourse with the friendly Arabs. The 
Spanish-Ilebrew era may be called the Golden Age of post-Biblical Jewish litera- 
ture, arid the Spanish school of poets found emulators in Italy. There, under 
favourable treatment, Jewish poetry again flourished. Dr,.: Chotzner then pro- 
ceeded to give some interesting biographical details of Ibn Gebirol (the poet whose 
dreams were always of a world hidden from ight), Abraham Ibn Ezra (whose poems 
are graceful and melodious), Judah Halevita pene t by grace of God)and Alcharizi 
(the last noteworthy representative of the Spanish school). The mantle of the 
latter fell on Immanuel, the most able representative of the Jewish Italian poets. 
composer of the WVachereth. Ilis writings recall Bocaccio, Voltaire, and Heine. 
Kolonymos ben Kolonymos was a second worthy representative of the same school, 
and though not a genuine poet, his. merit was great when compared te Kalir. 
Persecution again brought Jewish poetry to a low ebb, and in that sad state it had 
remained. It rested with modern Jews to seek to raise it again to ite former glory. 
Dr. Chotzner illustrated his remarks with copious extracts, tor: wing 
metrically rendered, Among the quotations was lbn Gebirol’s -<uee of Water, and 
one of the stories from Charizi.

deceased Baron was Consul) and Saxony, the President of the High Court of Justice, 
and others. A striking scene was witnessed in the cemetery as the bier, covered 
with wreaths and the Orders of the deceased, was borne to the grave, with an escort 
on each side of persons holding lighted torches. Besides numerous useful com- 
mercial and public undertakings, Baron de Hirsch particularly distinguished 
himself during the cholera epidemic in 1854, when at his own expense he founidle 
hespitals and otherwise spent large sums in relieving the then existing distress.
